I am interested in finding out the birth date and 
the years of service in the San Francisco Mint of 
John M, Eckfeldt. He was chief coiner of theSan

Tour letter of May 26, 1962 gives rae the information 
which I needed and I am very grateful. 

The primary problem is to interpret a statement made 
in 1880 by Sireotor A. L. Snowden, of the Mint, that 
an old employe of the Hint, a relative of one of the 
first and most valuable officers of the Mint, who 
had charge of the dies in the Sngraver*s Department, 
was discovered to have made impressions of the l80it 
dollar because of sales made by an erring son in the 
1858 period. George J. Eckfeldt was in the engrav¬ 
ing department. The erring son, if a son of George J. 
Eckfeldt, according to your data, could only have 
been Theodore Eckfeldt, as John M. Eckfeldt was 
working in the San Francisco Hint beginning in 185U. 

It could also be one of the three older sons of 
Jacob Reese Eckfeldt, but the latter was in the 
Assaying Department and not the Engraving Department. 

I would therefore like to know from you if you have 
the date of birth and death of Theodore Eckfeldt, 
who was the son of George J.Eckfeldt. Would you be 
nice enough to write rae that data promptly.

There are some notes and correspondence involv¬ 
ing Mint Engraver, James Longacre, in the Ridgeway 
Library, in Philadelphia. Longacre refers to 
Geo^E. as his foreman in a November 27, 1857 no¬ 
tation. In a January 9, 1858 notation Geo.Eckfeldt 
advises that 11 days work was spent in Dr.Barclay’s 
experiments at the Mint. In i860 William DuBois, 
George Eckfeldt and James Longacre were experi¬ 
menting at the Mint. 

This matter is written up in some detail in an 
article in the Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine 
for April, 1962, entitled ^The Undetectable 
Counterfeits" by Lynn Glaser. 

I ara writing you this detail because it conclusively 
shows that George Eckfeldt was foreman of the 
Engraving Department of the United States Mint at 
Philadelphia and corroborates your newspaper 
clipping from California.

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Eckfeldt Family Played 
Prominent Role At Mint

The history of the U. S. Mint 
at Philadelphia, would not be 
complete with¬ 
out mention of 
the Eckfeldt 
family. John 
Jacob Eckfeldt 
and his wife, 
Marie Mag- 
daleus Eckfeldt, 
were married in 
Nuremberg, Ba¬ 
varia, in 1764, 
and soon after 
J. J. Carey Sr. came to Ameri¬ 
ca in the ship, “Chance”. They 
settled in Philadelphia, where he 
conducted a blacksmith and ma-

chine shop. His famed forefathers 
were among the best metal work¬ 
ers in Bavaria.

born in Philadelphia on June 15, 
1769, and meanwhile John Jacob 
had built up a large business in 
manufacturing edge tools and im¬ 
plements, and was considered an 
expert machinist. 

When the second Mint was 
started it was natural that he 
should be engaged for the new 
enterprise! The records show that 
on December 14, 1792, Adam, his 
son, was paid $194.85 for black¬ 
smith work by Director Ritten- 
house. 

About July 1, 1795, he became 
a permanent workman at the Mint, 
and on September 30 was paid 
$135.21 for 78 days work for forg¬ 
ing and hardening dies, etc. 

His father was engaged to con¬ 
struct some machinery for the 
Mint. 

He built the first screw coining 
presses, also he invented the con¬ 
trivance for ejecting the piece 
from the collar, together with 
some other mechanical appli¬ 
ances. 

In an old pay roll of 1795, we 
find the name of Adam Eckfeldt, 
the son, with the title of “Die 
Forger and Turner”. His official 
connection dates from January 1, 
1796 when he was appointed As¬ 
sistant Coiner by Director Boudi- 
not with the consent of President 
Washington. 

Upon the death of Henry 
Voight, Adam was appointed to 
the job (if Chief Coiner, and 
remained in that position until he 
resigned in 1839. 

He continued to visit the Mint 
for some years afterward, and he 
was remembered as a hard work¬ 
er in the Mint, without compensa¬ 
tion. 

For half a century he was one 
of the central figures of the Mint 
service. His mechanical skill, his 
zeal, energy and uprightness 
brought him many distinctions 
both as ,an official, and a citizen. 
He died February 6, 18&2. 

A subscription list dated at the 
Mint, March 15, 1839, was signed 
to the total amount of $180, “For 
a suitable testimonial of our re¬ 
gard on the occasion of the resig¬ 
nation of Adam Eckfeldt from the 
Mint, by R. M. Patterson, Wil¬ 
liam Findlay, William Kneass, C. 
Gobrecht, Franklin Peale, Dr. Mc- 
Clintock, Jacob R. Eckfeldt, Wil¬ 
liam E. DuBois, John S. Bouget, 
Ed Sprague, George W. Edelman 
and George Dunning”. 

The testimonial was in the form 
of a gold medal which remained 
in the possession of the Eck¬ 
feldt family by Mrs. Jacob B. 
Eckfeldt, the amiable wife of the 
grandson of Adam Eckfeldt. She 
took a great interest in the history 
of the Mint, and among other rel¬ 
ics has fire tongs and shovel of 
the first Mint. 

Bronze copies of the gold med¬ 
al were struck off for his asso¬ 
ciates and two in silver for the 
President of the United States and 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 

On one side of the Eckfeldt to¬ 
ken is a bust of Adam Eckfeldt 
and his name with the additional 
words, “Chief Coiner U. S. Mint 
1814-1839. On the other side, “A 
farewell tribute of affectionate re¬ 
gard to Adam Eckfeldt from his 
fellow officers of the U. S. Mint,

When the location on the second 
Mini was under discussion he rec¬ 
ommended the location at Juniper 
and Chestnut streets in Philadel¬ 
phia, which was accepted. He then 
lived at Juniper and Vine street. 

Adam Eckfeldt married Emily 
M., daughter of Jonathan Lever¬ 
ing, of Philadelphia, October 19, 
1835. In 1845 he lived on the 
grange farm, purchased of the 
estate of Joseph Cloud, the melter 
and refiner of the Mint. They had 
a son, Jacob B. Eckfeldt, who 
went to work under his father at 
the Mint, April 15, 1865, the day 
President Lincoln died. Seventeen 
days after the death of his father 
he was appointed Assistant As- 
sayer. On December 21, 1881, 
President Arthur appointed him 
assayer to succeed his uncle by 
marriage, William E. DuBois. 

When Jacob Eckfeldt had com¬ 
pleted sixty years of service as 
assayer, the employees gathered 
together and presented him with 
a commemorative gold medal, 
similar to the one presented to 
Adam Eckfeldt back in 1839. 

The presentation was made by 
“Doc” Ziegler, who had served 
many years as Assistant Assayer 
to Jacob Eckfeldt, and as he had 
served 60 years, it was felt in the 
Assay Department that he would 
retire and give “Doc” Ziegler a 
chance to serve as Assayer. But 
he had no notion of doing so, and 
while he appreciated the gold 
medal, he gave a picnic at his 
beautiful home at Ambler, Penna., 
and invited all 800 employees of 
the Mint to attend, and a great
